GOVERNOR YOUNG PROMISES 
PROMPT ACTION IN 
MOONEY CASE 


ACRAMENTO, Calif., June 12. 
—Governor Young announces that 
he is prepared to act on the par- 
don application of Tom Mooney as 
soon as the Supreme Court rules 
on the pardon plea of Warren K. 
Billings. Billings, who has twice 
been the victim of the same frame- 
up gang that sent Mooney to life- 
imprisonment, is also serving a life 
sentence. The California law re- 
quires that his application for par- 
don can only be granted by the su- 
preme court. 


Chief Justice Waste of the Su- 
preme Court announced last week 
from Los Angeles where the court 
is sitting, that the Billings case 
will be decided within the present 
tonth. The governor says he will 

t immediately after the Supreme 
Court makes its recommendation. 
He considers the two cases identi- 
cal and considers it unfair to Ge- 
cide the Mooney case in advance of 
the court’s action on the Billings 
application,

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THE MECHANISM OF UNEMPLOYMENT 


4 Whenever prices and wages go up in an expanding market, the valua- 
tion ‘originally set upon the properties, franchises and the fixed capital 
which includes machinery and equipment is increased by new stock issues. 
The value of any capital investment is determinéd by what amount of. 
profit can be made out of it. The theory is that the value of a property. 
is determiped by what it will make for the owner. So, when labor works 
hard ‘ind produces more for a boss, the increased value produced is not 

‘ returned to the producer but is capitalized and added to the machinery, 
equipment, and property owned by the master.. If the market exparids 
and the demand for the commodities produced increases, the prices rise. 
The worker may get a small raise in wages due to the incrgased demand 
for labor power, but the principal part of the increase is giptalzed and 
the machin nd properties used by the worker in production are said 
to be of greater value. 


On'the other hand, when the market declines and the demand for 
{ goods. produced by ‘labor shrinks with the. decline, workers are laid off. 
|. The surplus is sold’and production decreased. But the increased valua- 
a tion of the properties remains in the form of capital issues.

To reduce ‘the false valuation of the properties and deflate the 
i capital to a physical and true valuation. 
1 4 2.. To decrease the rate of profit by ra 
‘ 3.—To shorten the hours and slow down. 
None of these Will ever be applied under capitalism without the ‘pres- 
sure of force. They are at war with every principle of capitalist econom 
f They are opposed to its purpose which is to sweat profit out of sl 
e it to owners. Visjonaries of the liberal’ type think that it can 
he done by “constructive legislation.” No realist ever does 
W. W. does not think that it can be done, for the I. Ww. 
and realistic organization—not a bunch of dreamers. 
* The first measure is impractical for the reason that when a false 

“set upon a physical property has taken the form of a stock 
certificate, the stock certificate becomes a negotiable cliattel, passing from 
one purchaser’s hands to another’s; and, however false its nominal value, 
it exchanges in the market with all other values real and false, and be- 
comes “property.” To destroy its value, however false and ‘unjust in o: 
gin, is to destroy property; and, the whole capitalist system of society 
is. based upon property. To destroy it is to strike at the very foundations 
of capitalist society. You can’t deflate capital without destroying the 
property of citizens. , 

The second measure was recently advocated by Henry Ford as a 
means of insuring continued prosperity by increasing the purchasing 
power of the wage workers and thus expanding a declining market. But 
we notice that Henry, himself, is practicing the opposite of what he 
preaches. “He is a colossal humbug. His entire economy in practice is 
to accomplish the opposite by speeding up his labor; by installing machi 
ery and laying off men; by refusing to hire men past forty; by moying 
his tractor plants nearer to his markets in Europe and elsewhere and. tak- 
ing advantage of cheaper ‘labor power. Capital is in business to make 
profit. It must make profit or perish, for the value of capital,-as said 
i before, is what it will extract in the way of profit from exploited slaves. 
i - It is impractical and visionary to suppose that capital will ever consent. 

to follow a program af self destruction. Raising wages in a stationary 
or declining market is destroying capital’ It isn’t and can’t be done. 

The third measure will, likewise, never be adopted voluntarily by 
capital for the same reasons just enumerated. Shortening hours‘means 
hiring more men to do the same work. It means increased: labor costs 
—bigger pay-roll expense. It decreases profits and destroys vapital. Capi- 

* talists will never consent to legislation along this line. They are in busi-
